Big Sewage Scheme Mooted 
For Kowloon Areas 


The subject of an entirely new sewage disposal system for 
Kowloon, running into millions of dollars, was mentioned at yes- 


terday’s meeting 


of the Urban Council, following remarks by 


Dr, Basto on the inadequacy of the present system. 


Following 1 motion by the Chalr- 
man, Mr. R. R. Todd, recommending 
to Government the erection of a 
publle trough closet and urinal ad- 
joining Lot No, 2041, Nam Kok Road, 
Dr, Basto made a complaint, He 
sald: 


“~ note from the Chairman's 
minutes that only 10 per cent of the 
houses Jn the newly built-up arcas 
in Kowloon City are supplied with 
tlush closets, ‘This.means to say that 


‘00 per cent of newly-built, houses in 


this area will have to resort to the 
most unhygienfe and disgusting 
micthod of having to allow the night- 
soll to accumulate in the premises for 
several days, until it js. subsequently 
removed and sold’ as manure for 
fattening vegetables for human con= 
sutnj tion! ‘ 


“We have had recently one of the 
watt cholera epidemics in the his- 
tory of this Colony, and the tax- 
payer has been called upon to pay 
out large sums of money in order 
to meet the expenses entailed through 
wits scourge, und one would have 
thought: that an effort would have 
been made to prevent the occurrence 
of such epidemics, or at least to 
minimise them, by Insisting on the 
provision of flush-closcts in newlye 
bullt houses—if not In every house. 
Instead of which we sce that 90 per 
cent of newly-built houses have been 
permitted or even perhaps forced, to 
ndopt a most insanitary and antl- 
quated method for the disposal of 
human excrement. 


“phis' brings me to an old subject 
which has been brought up a good 
many times before this Council. I 
refer to the action on the part ‘of 
Government in refusing permission 
for the installation of  flush-closcts 
in na very lnrge area of the urban 
listrict In Kowloon, comprising Mon- 
‘olktsul, Yaumath and  Homuntin, 
This very congested area harbours 
+ population of about 110,000 souls, 
and notwithstanding this, Govern- 
nent cannot see its way to providing 
the necessary drainage system to 
enable dandlords to install water- 
fusets in their houses. 


“Until this modern method of 
sanitation {s adopted throughout the 
arban areas, we cannot expect to be 
‘reed of recurrent epidemics of 
sholera, typhoid, and dysentery.” 


Experts, Differ 

The Chairman: ““E think T can 
satisfy you that the nightsoll you 
refer to is not used for gardening 
purposes. There js a special squad 
of coolies which does nothing. else 
but destroy sumps of human cx- 
crement and varlous devices that 
people have to hide their nightsoll. 

“Ag regards the installation of 
flush closets in houses in the Homun- 
tin rca, I ‘do not think we can 
insist on that, though I speak sUube 
ject, to correction by Mr. Henderson, 
There Is the question of the water 
supply ond the sewernge system with 
which we cannot, deal. What you 
mentlon about Homuntin has caused 
a great deal of coritroversy among 


the experts, One line of thought Is’ 


that i{ the sewaze goes to the 
Yaumati harbour refuge it would not 
pollute the water unduly, while an- 
other body thinks that it would make 
the neighbourhood unbearable. The 
alternative to running the sewage into 
the Youmat! harbour refuge would 
be to take it to Kowloon Bay.” 

Hon. Mr, Henderson: "The dim- 
culty about, dealing with Homuntin 
at the moment ly that it {s in the 
middle of the sewernge system of 
Kowloon, and it !s too low to dis- 
charge into any place but the harbour 
unlets we reesewer the whole areca 
nnd Uft it up to take it away in the 
Kowloon sewers, That js part of a 
scheme running into millions of dol- 
‘ars and it has not been settled. The 
operntion would bea very expensive 
one, and the middie part, being an 
intersecting . sewer, ‘would be  e¢s- 
necially costly.” es 

The Choirman: “The matter 1s 
‘amplicated by a further scheme to 
fit In the Yaumutl harbour refuge 
and make another refuge at Sham- 
shulpo,”

‘THERE CAN BE - 
VICTORY IN 
DISASTER 


The Chinese people will need 
all. the moral support their 
friends can give to withstand 
the second disaster that has 
overtaken their country in less 
than a week, for morale and con- 
fidence necessarily must be 
badly shaken by the successive 
losses of Canton and. Hankow, 
in peace-time the two largest 
cities in the country. except 
Shanghai. 

Chinese newspapers are prob- 
ably much better adapted than 
British journals to telling the 
masses that the withdrawal 
from the Wuhan area was in- 
evitable; that to fight in Han- 
kow would have hurt China 
much more than Japan; that 
Chinese leaders, including Gen- 
eralissimo Chiang Kai-shek, pre- 
dicted early this year that the 
Japanese entry would be effect- 
ed before July. That it is the 
tenth and not the seventh month 
of the year in which the 
Japanese can claim that they 
have reached their objec- 
tive seems no cause for des- 
pondency . on the part of 
the Chinese. They have 
made a gallant and impossible 
stand for the three cities when 
it would have been casy, and 
probably not much less fruitful, 
to draw the Japanese further 
into the hinterland. The story 
of Tchan is one that should be 
immortallaed . by ..China’s _his- 
torians of the future, for to the 
gallant defenders of this obscure 
and previously unknown village 
goes the honour of immobilising 
practically the entire might of 
Japan for three months. 

China, recling under two suc- 
cessive blows, temporarily is 
like a punch-drunk boxer. But 
with the withdrawal from Han- 
kow and the taking up of new 
lines in more favourable terrain, 
she has gained a breathing spell 
for the next round... For Japan 
there is no such breathing spell. 
Entry into a city, oven a city of 
tho size and richness of Canton 
and Hankow (the riches of both 
eities, incidentally, have. dis- 
appeared in the hour of the in- 
vaders’ victory) docs not'end or 
relax’ the’ terrific : strain -undér 
which sho is conducting this-war

DOCTOR'S VIEW OF 
‘ ALCOHOL 


Strong Condemnation 


The National Federation of Chris- 
tian Workers among Poor Children 
held their autumn rally and con- 
ference in Manchester, ‘They visited 
the Central Library ‘and ‘listened to 
an address by Mr. C, Nowell, Chief 
Librarinn of Manchester, After tea 
nt Wood Street Mission Hall, they 
conferred under the chairmanship of 
Councillor T. R. Ackroyd, and lis- 
tened to Mr. Arthur Blnck, of London. 
Many of the delegates attended 
divine service at the Albert Hall, to 
which they were welcumed by the 
Rev, F. J, Gould. In the afternoon 
Dr. E, Vipont Brown addressed the 
conference on “Temperance” in the 
Charter Street Ragged . Schools, 
Dantzie Street. * 


Dr, Brawn attacked the use of 
meohol from: the point of view of 
a medical man, and sald that It had 
been shown .by experiment that 
alcohol deterforated ‘the nerve- 
centres, The first effect of alcohol 
was to pardlyse the highest nerve 
centres. Alcohol was one af the 
predisposing, causes of consumption; 
it affected a man's judgment, des- 
troycd his moral sense, and weukened 
his willpower ond of honour, 
It was one of the causes of insanity 
and of melancholia, 


It had been said that alcohol was 
n blessing’ in disguise because it, 
curried off those who were least 
Ntted to survive, but it offected men 
of the keenest — sensibilitics and 
sometimes the cleverest and the 
best, 


Dr. Brown went on to discuss the 
effect of alcohol when taken jn small 
quantitics, and denicd the popular 
theory that alcohol effectively warm- 
ed the bady. 


“A hundred years ao, he = said, 
there was o case of a member of the 
Society of Friends who had applied 
for {insurance and been quoted a 
higher premtum because he was an 
abstainer from alcohol, He was told 
that a young man who neglected the 
nifts af God's was not expected to 
live long. Nowadays many insurance 
companies quoted a higher premium 
for non-abstainers and their action 
did nat arlse from any fanatical 
temperance opinions, but from hard 
business sense. 


One questioner asked Dr. Brown 
whether alcohol should be used as 
a pallintive in cases where certain 
workers ‘were Uable to suffer from 
Jung troubles caused by dust, and he 
sald that far from being a palliative, 
alcohol encouraged tuberculosis,

United States Over 
Foot-Fault Rules . 


The foot-faulting of A. K. Quist at the critical stage of the first 
set of his Davis Cup single against D. Budge at Germantown seems 


still to be the subject of much 


contention .and criticism in the 


United States, writes F. R. Burrow in the Observer. 


At the time of the ineldent the 
stands were roused to uproar, in 
sympathy with the Australian, who 
wus repeatedly foot-faulted both on 
his first und second service. This 
upset both the players, and a finc 
mutch was spollt. 


But it must be said, and with the 
utmost emphasis, that it was not 
spoilt by the foot-fault judge, but by 
the player who repeatedly broke 
Rule 7 It was. complained that 
Quist’s infraction of the rule wan 
“only a technical infraction,” and 
asked why he had not been {foat- 
faulted earlier In the match, but 
only when tho crisis of the sect 
arrived, 

Now there Js no such thing as 2° 
‘“echnical” infraction of a rule) 
Either the server is serving falrly, 
or he js serving unfairly. If he Js 
serving unfairly ho ought to be 
penalised and must be penalised by 
a lincsman or ‘foot-fault judge (if 
there is onc) who ‘knows his duty.

attacked by a great many people 
who ought to have known better; 
but os he very pertinently inquired, 
“Is a foot-fault not a foot-fault when 
it Is ut match-point?"” To which no 
reply $s possible, It was un- 
fortunate; but the foult was the 
player's, not the linesman’s. 


The-rule is a necessary rule; with- 
out it, players might serve from any 
part of the court they liked. And, 
no- long as It Is a rule, it should be 
enforged, not only in high places, 
but. jn the ordinary run of tourna- 
ment play. Budge never foot-faults; 
Perry was a scrupulously fair server, 
If men like these can be ‘“world- 
champlons" while obeying the rules, 
lesser fry ought to be proud to fol- 
low thelr example. 

One of the troubles Is that o great 
many players break the rule without 
reallsing that they do 50; they have . 
not the slightest intention of being : 
unfalr to their opponents. But until 
some lincsman or umpire is courage- At the . 
ous enough to pull them up, it is not ' 
surprising that they go on breaking 
the rule nearly every, time they 
serve,

Annual Meeting 
Held Yesterday 


A aatistaclory report was presented 
at the forty-fifth annunl general 
meeting of the Cralgennower Cricket 
Club, held yesterday, The financial 
position of the Club was declared to 
be good, but there was a big increase 
jn members’ nccounts oytstanding. 
The President, Mr. B, W. Bradbury, 
warned that unless there was a 
marked Improvement, the cash posi- 
tion of the Club would be seriously 


-nffeeted. 


Presenting, the report and state- 
ment of accounts, Mr. Bradbury 
sald: 


Tho annual report and statement of 
necounts having been in your hands 
for the period prescribed by the rules 
of the Club, I will, with your per- 
mission, take them os read. 

Before procecding with — the 
business of the meeting, I desire, on 
behalf of ‘the, Club, to express 
sympathy with the relatives’ of the 
late Mr. W. D. Braidwood and Mr. 
E. H. Inchcombe, both of whom 
pussed away during the year, 
you are perhaps aware, Mr. 
Braidwood’ was the founder of the 
Cralgengower Cricket Club, and on 
the foundation Inid by him nearly 
hat a century ngo, the Club has 
xrown to what It Js to-day, As a 
mark of respect to the memory of 
Mr, Braldwood ond Mr. Inchcombe 
I would asic you all to rise and re- 
main standing for a brief moment. 

Your Committce Is very gratified 
In being able to present to you a 
Balance Sheet that must be con- 
aldered very satisfactory. The profit 
for the year, viz, $320.89, shows an 
increase of $122.45 over last year. 
This, itself, represents 1 good show- 
Ing, but when you take into con- 
sideration the very liberal allowance 
for depreciation, plus a sum -of $500 
transferred to ‘Doubtful Debts 
Reserve Account, I think you will 
ml ogree that “satlsfactory” is the 
correct word to use. 

Bar carnings for the year, as you 
will see from the Income nnd expen- 
diture account, show n decrease of 
$228.08, over last year, which Is 
probably due to more conservative 
spending: .on the part of our mem- 
bers, owlng to uncertain conditions. 
Sif], the result fs very pleasing and 
Mr, Basa and his colleagues of the 
Bur Sub-Committee are to be com- 
mended for a Job well done, 

Billiard receipts are down; in fact, 
the revenue from this source has not 
been In keeping with the large 
amount invested in putting the’ tables 
(particularly Table No. 1) In first 
class conditlon, ‘There has been 
sume dissension os regards the 
method of paying for these games. I 
trust that thls can be cleared up 
satis{uctorily ond that, with the 
ndvent of various competitions, better 
returns will be obtained. I should 
like to take this opportunity of 
thanking the various members whose 
helpful advice made the work on the 
{mprovement of the tables very much 
simpler. : 

Subserlptions showed a_ healthy 
tise, this being due -to- the Increase 
which come into effect Inst ycar. 
With an increase in new members, 
entrance fees are ulso up, and this 
fs indecd pleasing: As you will 
observe, income under — sundry 
receipts reached a very substantial 
figure, and members who have 
atudied the, accounts carefully will 
readily appreciate what thls source 
of income means to the Club, Allow 
me to compliment the Soclal Sub- 
Committee for their splendid work. 
The Club Is indeed grateful to them 
and {o the various members who 
have assisted from time to tlme. 

Expenses Increase 

Turning to expens there has 
been a rather heavy Increase all 
round. Stationery has gone up, but 
the incrense here can be accounted 
for by the large quantity of tombola 
tickets used. Rates and taxes have 
Increased and this will go up even 
further. next yoar, slnce our ossess- 
ment rate has been raised con- 
siderably. 

Cost of teas has risen by quite a 
margin, and, although this-has been 
looked Into very carefully, I do not 
anticipate any appreciable decrease, 
owing-‘to. the higher cost of 
neecssitics, ~ 

Bad debts written off Js small, but 
I hod hoped for an even smaller 
figure, However, I am atill optimistic 


enough to hope that this item can! 


be entirely eliminated In future.

Our cash ‘position is quite sound, 
and, although we have less cash on 
hand than Jast year, this is offset oy 
our hnving replaced the sum cf 
$2,000.00 on fixed deposit. 

Summing up, IT wish to reiterate 
{hat the financial . position of the 
Club Is satisfactory, but there Js one 
discordant note to sound, and that is 
the blg Increase In members’ accounts 
outstanding. This {Is most  dis- 
concerting, and, unless there lg a 
marked Improvement, St will not be 
long before our cash position will be 
seriously affected. I should ike to 


take this opportunity of appealing to! 


tlie members concerned to see that 
thelr accounts are ‘paid more 
promptly in future, This s one way 
in which they can really help the 
Club, and I am.confident thot those

Gunboat 
Bombing: 
Captain’s 
Story 


CHANGSHA, OCT. 26. 

A “CENTRAL NEWS” 
REPRESENTATIVE, visit- 
ing the British gunboat 
Sandpiper, which was bomb- 
_ ed by Japanese warplanes 

‘on. Monday, found — that 
several parts of her super- 
_ structure, the funnel and a 
life-boat were holed by 
bomb splinters and two 
front cabins were wrecked. 

In an interview which took 
place in one of the damaged 
cabing, the captain of the vessel, 
Licut. Cmdr. W. KE. J. Enmes, 
told the representative that the 
Japanese attack could not have 
been carried out by mistake a3 
the British ensign was painted 
(istinctly on the superstructure. 

The Japancso machines attacking 
the gunboat were flying aot an 
altitude of about 4,000 fect and 
the alrmen should have clearly 
observed the ensign at this*helght, 
ho sald, 

Furthermore, he continued, the 
Sandpiper has been in Changsha for 
18 months and her movements were 
communicated ‘to the Japiunese, “Tt 
seems Sneredible, therefore, that her 


exact position should have been 
unknown to the Japanese. i 


ONLY REFUGEES NEARBY 


The commander added that the 
attack was all the more unjustified 
us there were no Chinese military 
establishments nenrby, but only 
junks carrying Chinese refugecs, 

He sald that altogether 16 bombs 
were released by the Japanese air- 
men around the Sandpiper. The 
nearest landed only 15 yards from the 
bow. and the second nearest 20 yards 
from the stern.

Onc, British officer aboard the 
vessel had a narrow escapo as a 
bomb splinter plerclng through his 
cabin struck the tin helmet on his 
head.

One of the missiles nearby made a 
direct hit on oa targe Red Cross flag 
at the courtyard of the firm.

VOLUNTARY ABANDONMENT 


Hankow, Oct. 25. 
The oficial spokesman of the Mili- 
tary Affairs Commission. declared 
to-day that the Chinese Army’ has 
made preparations for the voluntary 
abandonment of the Wuhan nucleus 
in its war operations, 


The spokesman sald new plans for 
continuing the present war have 
been mapped :.out,,and the enemy 
advance will be dealtd with accord- 
ingly. 


The spokesman emphoasized that 
this decision is a necessary step in 
the Chinese strategy of re-allyning its 
military strength, and absolutely docs 
not spell negative retreat, 


Questioned as to the highlights of 
the new Chinese military plan, the 
spokesman declined to commit hiin- 
self, pointing out that these fouch 
upon military secrets which he could 
not reveal, 


The spokesman explained that in 
mapping, out a general plan for her 
military operations, China must t 
into consideration, aside from the 
necessity of exacting the highest toll 
from- the enemy, the most effective 
means of preserving and strengthen- 
ing her resisting power for prolong 
ing the war, 


In the past six months, he con- 
tinued, China has inflicted n heavy 
toll on the enemy and thus attained 
her objective of wearing out the in- 
vader's strength. 


Tho important stgnificance of the 
defence of Wuhan, the spokesman 
satd, is not.so much the safeguarding 
of the tri-citles themselves from 
enemy Invasion as the protection of 
the whole man-power and material 
resources of southeastern and central 
China in thelr removal northwest- 
ward to ensure n firm foundation for 
a drawn-out war, 


This great exodus of China's re- 
sources has now completed, and with 
its complction the tri-cities of Wuhan 
huve lost their importance from ao 
general point of view in the nation’s 
resistance scheme ogainst Japan, he 
polnted out, 


The spokesman stated that through- 
out the course of the present war, it 
has been Chino’s aim ilways to force 
her own Initlative on the Japanese. 
Now that the great objective of de- 
fending Wuhap has been attained, 
the Chinese army could ser no reason 
why they should stick to the. place 
and wait to be cmucinted by the en- 
eronching enemy. 


Humanitarian considerations, fur- 
thermore, have lent weight to the 
military. authorities’ decision on this 
step. If the Chinese army were to 
remaln, the large numbers of help- 
less women and children who have 
not had the chance to evacuate would 
be plurtged Into the direst horrors of 
war, the spokesman sald, . - 


The Important point to note ts, the 
spokesman stressed, is this Chjnese 
decision, far from a negatlve retreat, 
is In fact ‘positive ovidence of the 
nation’s determination to prolong the 
struggic.—Central News.

both the colleges in Singapore.

lon, : 

“What is needed is on University 
second to none, which will not’ only 
be a means of preserving the cul- 
tural heritage of Malaya, but also 
adequately meet the growing, necds 
of higher education In a heterogen- 
ous and cosmopolitan population.”

ONLY ONE SHINES 

In the second fame, only H. A. 
Alves accomplished anything of note.

J. Hollidge (skip) were very poor, 
It Ja rather late in tho doy to criticise 
the positioning, of the playera; but it 
does appear significant, though, that 
the only man of the four who did 
well, H. A. Alves, waa the one who 
had had Interport experience. 

With three men_ playing on their 
own fireen in the Hongkong rink, it 
wn expected—-and rightly so—that 
the local men would have the ad- 
vantage in tho third game on the 
Club de Reerelo. green.

much better than our three rinks, 
Admittedly in Hugh Walloce, they

Tho foot-faulting of A. K. Quist at the critical stage of the first 
set of his Davis Cup single against D. Budge at Germantown scems | 


still to be the subject of much 


contention and criticism in the 


United States, writes F. R. Burrow in the Observer. 


At the time of the incident the, 


stands were roused to uproar, in 
sympathy with the’ Australinn, who 
was repeatedly foot-faulted both on 
his first and second service, This 
upset both the players, and a fine 
match was spollt. 


But it must be said, and with the 
utmost emphasis, that it was not 
spoilt by the foot-fault judge, but by 
the player who repeatedly © broke 
Rule 7 It was complained — that 
Quist’s infraction of the rule Wah 
“only a technical infractlon,” 
asked “why he had not been :foot- 
faulted ecnrlier in the match, but 
only when the. crisis of the sct 
arrived, : 

Now there jg no such thing as o 
“technical” infraction of a rule, 


Either the server is serving ‘fairly,| 


or he js serving unfairly. If he-is 
serving unfairly he ought to’ be 
penalised and must be penalised by 
a ilnesman or “foot-fault judge (if 
there is one) who knows hig duty. 


APT TO FORGET 


As to only putting the law in 
motion at the moment of crisis, It Is 
quite forsible. (though, to thosa who 
havé: Watched Quist play, iImprob- 
able): thatyhis service had been fair 
up to. the:point at which he began 
to be penalised, 

It is just at these critical moments 
that oven aon ordinary fair server ts 
apt to forget his normal sirlctness in 
his anxicty to get to the net; an 
since these critical moments are jus 
as critical for his opponent as for 
himself, it is oll the more necessary 
that he should be prevented from 
guining an unfair advantage—ecven 
ff it ly unintentionally unfafr—over

The Boy Lauder 


It was at St. Mary Street Hall that 
Str Harry Lauder modo his first

~The opening: of-the Gaicty Music 
Hall, in Chambers Street, on 5th 
July, 1875, was of more than pass- 
ing interest to the citizens of Edin- 
burgh. This was not tho first home 
of vaudeville in the enpital, for there 
stood at that time a wooden erectlon, 
known os the Alhambra, and owned 
by Harry West, on the fair gre and 
at the “head of Leith Wynd (now 
Jeffrey Street.) 

Other shows that drew the crowd 
to this vacant plece of ground at the 
Netherbow were Swallow's Circus, 
Pepper's Ghost, tho Fat Lady, the 
Living Skeleton, sword-swallowing 
Zulus, boxing booths, cheap Jacks, 
and merry-go-rounds, 

Harry West's Alhambra . had. a 
short existence, but it did not deter 
the Hall Company, Ltd., from mak- 
Ing w bold attempt to establish a 
place of variety at a spot noted as 
having been where the house once 
stood, at the hend of College Wynd, 
where Sir Wolter Scott was born. 

The comfortabic little theatre had 
an auspicious opening, but laxity in 
Its management forced the Magis- 
trates to close its doors, after it had 
carried on for almost two yeors. 

Undeterred by the closing order 
of the Mnogistrates, young man 
from Greenock secured the lessec- 
ship of the Old Gaicty. The hall 
Was reopened on 24th December 
1877. With “that indomitable pluck 
and business capacity that never. 
failed him through Jife, he resolved 
thot the Moss varicties would be run 
on clean lines, 


“Purified” Stage 


This, for a time, did not appeal 
to many of the old patrons, and the 
performers sang to half-empty 
benches. Nevertheless, Mose was 
determined that a purified atmos- 
phere should prevail in tho Cham- 
bers Street house, in spite of his 
struggles and finonclal diMcultles.

Mysteries of Ancient Angkor 


NGKOR js sald to be the most 

amazing discovery In the world, 
But even greater than the marvel 
of its Inception is the mystery of its 
decline, This city of a million 
people, deserted by its creators, en- 
gulfed by tropical jungle and Jost 
for four hundred years, was) re- 
discovered purcly by chance, Such 
In the astounding history of these 


maogalficent ruins. 


y fit- 
ownrd the. early part of the 
joann century, the fame of Angkor 
and its treasures had spread far an 
wide, to Slam and Java and Annan 
and the Khmer kings were cing 
hard pressed on cvery side. 7 is 
conjectured that tney believed ni 
kor to be too vulnerable and evacl 
nted It completely. It Is a matter 2 
history that, by the middle of: _ 
fifteenth century, they had removs 
the capital of their kingdom ce 
Phnom Penh. But why none of the 
attacking races ever found Angkor 
und plundered Ht; and, above , all, 
why the culture of the Khmers never 
ugain expressed Itself elsewhere, 1s 
an unsolved mystery. Anglor was 
overwhelmed by the swiftly en- 
croaching jungle, and the art which 
had created its wonders was op- 
parently exhausted; for the Khmers 
sank back to the level-of a primi- 
tive people and their. culture was 
obliterated. . 


After seeing Angkor oneself, one 
can vividly picture, und in part even 
share, the feelings of the French- 
man—Mouhot—who in 1861 stum- 
bled by chance on these ruins, Only 
three days before, he had written 
in his diary: “a superstitious dread 
of the jungle has kept the region in 
which we are now travelilng free 
from natives, and so, under the pro~ 
fection of a tabu, the wild life pro- 
bably has flourlshed as nowhere else 
in the world... . The story of 
hidden cities in this part of the 
world: becomes more and more ab- 
surd us One penetrates the Jungle. 
It Js manifest that there has never 
been. any civilisation in this region, 
If there are cities In this wilderness 
they must date back to the tlne 
before Adam.” Eloquent. of the ef- 
fect which hls staggering discovery 
had upon him Js the entry made after 
It. “Picture to yourself the finest 
productions, perhaps, of the archi- 
fecture of all ages dumped down in 
the depths of these forests, In one 
of the remotest countries of the 
world, a wild, unknown, , deserted 
tract." . 


Although all the approaches = to 
Angkor have now been cleared and 
one coh get there ensily by car or 
bus, more than enough of the jungle 
remnlns around ft for the present- 
day visitor to understand Mouhot’s 
amazement. Standing on the only 
smoil hill that there ia In Angkor— 
Phnom — Bakheng—at = dusk ~— one 
evening, beside its tiny, roofless tem- 


proportions, The entrance  cause- 
way, broken part-way by the Royal 
Portico, has na total length. of over 
two thousand feet, Its famous gallery 
jis ax hundred and fifty-four feet 
square, and the central tower Is two 
hundred and thirteen. feet in height. 
As Mouhot says: “At sight of this 
temple, the mind fecls crushed, the 
Imugination staggered; one can but 
gaze admiringly and in respectful 
silence, for where indeed are words 
tu be found to praise o marvel of 
architecture that has perhaps never 
been equalled in the whole world?” 

Yet, even ofter seeing it oll, the 
imagination cannot conjure up a 
vision of what this vapital must have 
been in the sumptuous days of its 
Klory, Only on intense, on over= 
whelming quict remalns, and a sense 
of complete severance from modern 
clvillsatton, 


Qnly on the last night of our stay 
did we experience something which 
brought buck for us In some degree 
the life of that ancient kingdom. 
This was a performance of ‘the 
“Cumbodian Ballet,” given on the 
causeway of Angkor Wat itself. This 
ballet consists of dancing girls, traln- 
ed by a princess of the royal house 
(Cambodia is a Protectorate under 
the French, with Its own nominal 
king), after the form and manner of 
the dancers of ancient Angkor, Thelr 
costumes are designed from the 
original carvings, und = =omnade from 
lovely coloured brocades, overinid 
with stiffened panels, and shoulder 
pieces” encrusted, with sparkling 
embroideries and sequins, and the 
amazing silded head-dresses are In 
the form of cupolns ond minarets. 
ihe dancing itself Is chleNy benutifitl 
movements -of arms, hands, and fect; 
but, combined with this, there Is the 
enacting of traditional legends relat- 
Ing to the Khmer islngdom. 


Arriving at Angkor Wat after dark 
for this ballet, a fantastic scene met 
our astonished eyes, ~ The great 
causeway was swarming with excited 
Cambodian children, rushing wildly 
nbout with flaring torches © made 
from chlps of lronwood soaked in 
sweet oll. With these they guided 
us over the cnuseway to a circle of 
seats placed just below the Royal 
Portico. Its floodlit. towers nnd 
cloisters loomed up out of the dark- 
ness, a strange grayegreen like 
stormy scas; and on the central steps 
were grouped the dancers, thelr 
brilliantly coloured costumes in vivid 
contrast to the pale stone ‘nnd the 
deep coppery brown of the half-~ 
naked children clambering up the 
pillars behind them, 


Musle from strange native instru 
ments began Its throbbing, inalstent 
beat, und one by one the troupe 
came down the steps and clreled be- 
fore us with swaying, graceful move- 
ments, Torches flamed from the 
stone bilustrades at the side, throw~ 
ing into high relief a magnificent 
Naga head below the steps, ‘and gly- 
ing out a delicious heavy fragrance.

Accused’s Denial 


Asked it he wished to give 
evidence, the defendant stated: “l 
have nothing to say. They accuse 
me but I say that it was not me. 
The pepper in my pocket was bought 
by me for the use of my household. 
I'did not know how the pepper got 
into the complainant's eyes.” 

Mr. Barnett: “It is quite obvious 
that you are a Har. There {s' ampic 
evidence that you threw the pepper 
on his face. I cannot understand 
why you should do a stupid thing 
like this.” 

Mr. Barnett. then remarked to 
Sub-Inspector Johnson that the In- 
cident might have done a food deal 
of harm tothe complainant as he 
might have lost his sight. 

Before sentencing the defendant to 
one month's hard labour and order- 
jng him to pay $1 amends into Court 
on behalf of the complainant 
or, In default of this, to serve 
another seven days’ hard labour, Mr. 
Barnett warned the defendant ogainst 
any similar act. Mr. Barnett also 
pointed out that the assault was of 
an’ aggravated nature. i 

The defendant then left the dock 
grumbling, and was called back by 
Mr. Barnett and sentenced to a fur- 
ther five days’ hard Jabour.

the Chinese strategy of re-aligning its 
military strength, and absolutely docs 
not spell negative retreat. 

Questioned as to the highlights of 
the new Chinese military plan, the 
spokesman deciined to commit him- 

golf, pointing out that these touch 
upon military recrets which he could 
not reveal. 

The spokesman explained that in 
mapping out a general plan for her 
military operations, China mur 
into consideration,. aside from the 
necessity of exncting the highost toll 
from the enemy, the most effective 
focans of preserving and rtrengthen- 
ing her realsting power for prolong- 
ing the war. 

In the past-eix months, he con- 
tinued, China has Infllcted a heavy 
toll on the enemy and thus‘attained 
her objective of wenrlng out the in- 
vader’s strength. ;

This great exodus of Chinn's re- 
notirces has now completed, and with 
its completion the tri-cities of Wuhan 
have Tost ‘thelr importance from 4 
feneral point of view in the nation's 
resistance scheme against Japan, he 
pointed out. 

The spokesman stated that through- 
out the course of the present war, it 
has been Chinn's aim always to force 
her own initiative on the Japanese. 
Now that the great objective of de- 
fending Wuhan has been attained,

The foot-faulting of A. K. Quist at the critical stage ‘of the first 
set of his Davis Cup single against D. Budge at Germantown seems 


still to be the subject of much 


contention and criticism in the 


United States, writes F. R. Burrow in the Observer. 


At the time of the Incident the: 


stands were roused to uproar, in 
sympathy with the Australian, who 
was repeatedly foot-faulted both gan 
his first and second service, This 
upset both the players, and a fine 
match was spoilt, 


But it must be sald, and with the 
utmost emphasis, that it was . not 
spoilt by the foot-fault judge, but by 
the player who repeatedly broke 
Rule 7 It was complained that 
Quist's infraction of the rule was 
“only a technical infraction,” and 
asked why he had ‘not been foot- 
faulted earlier in the match, but 
only when ‘the crisis of the sct 
arrived, : 

Now there Js no such ‘thing as o 
“technical” infraction of ‘a / rule, 
Either the server is serving fairly, 
or he Js serving unfairly. If he js 
serving unfairly ho ought to be 
penallscd and must be penalised by 
a linesman or foot-fault judge (if 
there Is one) who knows hig duty. 


APT TO FORGET 


As to only putting the law in 
motion at the moment of crisis, it Js 
quite possible (though, to those who 
have watched Quist play, improb- 
able) that his service had been fair 
up to the point at which he began 
to be penalised. 

Tt Is just at these critical moments 
that even on ordinary fair server is 
apt to forget his normal strictness in 
his anxiety to get to the net; an 
since these critical moments are jus 
ag.critical for his opponent as for 
himself,.it {a all the more necessary 
that he should be prevented from 
guining an -unfalr advantage—oven 
if it is unintentlonally unfalr—over 


him. 4

VERY NECESSARY 


That fool-fault Judgo was bitterly 


nttucked by a great many’ people 
who ought to have’ known better; 
but as he very pertinently inquired, 
“Is a foot-fault not o foot-fault when 
it js at match-point?"” To which no 
reply is possible, It was un- 
fortunate; but the fault was the 
player's, not the linesman’s. 


The rule is a necessary rule; with- 
out it, players might serve from any 
port of the court they. liled.-- And, 
so long as it Is a rule, It should. be 
enforecd, not only in high’ places, 
but in the ordinary run of tourna- 
ment play, Budge never foot-faults; 
Perry was a scrupulously fir server, 
If men like these can. be “world- 
champions" while obeying the rules, 


'Iesser fry ought to be proud to fol- 


low thelr example. 

One of the troubles {s- that a great 
many players break the rule without 
realising that they do 50; they have 
not the slightest intention of being 
‘unfair to their opponents.

London, Sept. 29. 


... tho R. & A., as we guessed, have

tho law and horribly unsporting to use moro than 14 clubs, or oven 
carry a bag holding more than’ that number. 


It brings British golfers into Mno 
with those of the United States and 
Canada, who have’ already made it 
a rule, but do we care very much? 

Yes, we do. If menns that the 
rusty iron we carted around for no 
reason ot all except that it was on 
old favourite and looked well in the 
bag has got to go, becnuse aot present 
we are over the limit. 

Golfers are queer folk. So many 
Alike ‘to carry a bag full of clubs, half 
of which they do not use. 

In the women's champlonship at 
Aldeburgh thls week. Pam Barton 
hos played the grandest golf with a 
bag of 16 clubs (including one very 


old iron), cight of which she never 
touched. ; 

Now Miss Barton must cast two 
aside, because she is out of order in 
carrying 16. But I doubt whether 
she has ever playcd with 14 clubs 
during a round Jn her fe. And that 
Is true of almost every golfer who 
carries a large bag. 

AVERAGE BAG~12 

An Interesting piece of informa- 
tlon js that a check on the number 
ef clubs cmployed nowadays has 
been made-at Aldeburgh this week, 

A representative of a manufactur- 
ing firm has been going round count- 
ing the number of clubs the women 
golfers have taken on to the course, 
and his statistics show that the aver- 
nge bog is 12—three woods and nine 
irons. ‘ 

The some figure is probably truc 
of male golfers, so that the restric- 
tion {s not golng to make golf more 
diMicult. F ‘ 

In fact, the chicf reaction of 
golfers to the new rule will be that 
it is superfluous, 

At the same time it js advisable to 
remember that the rule exists, for 
the penalty, if caught in the dread 
act of carrying one club too many, {s 
disquallfication.

Another eccentricity of the golfer ls 
that he Ukea to be flattered, ond 
when he geta a bail he can drive five 
yards farther than any other ho has 
uscd, he is as pleased as an angler 
who has landed a catch he can talk 
about. 

The golf ball. hna been experi- 
mented with for years, but tho 
general opinion js that the present 
ball cannot be {mproved upon, 

I have it on the authority of a big 
manufacturer that another 40 to 50 
yards “carry” could be added to the 
golf ball. “At the same time, the 
staff of sclentists we employ could ar . 
easily turn out a ball that would - 
travel 60 yards less,” he sald. 

“But whether wo put extra 
distance on or took it off, the game 
would be spoiled., I do not see any 
cause for readjustment.” 

In my opinion, if the Might of the 
ball is reduc it - will . Interfere 
serlously with the game of the ,ar- 
dinary player, And it Js ‘the 
ordinary. golfer who matters most, 
though there Js a tendency jn high 
Places to forget.thls and to think only 
of the front-rankers who get thelr

Of course, It does not follow that 
the R. and A, will change the ball, 
even if they mean to talle about it.

Dr. Brown attacked. the use of 
alcohol from the polnt of view of 
h medical man, ond said that it had 
been shown by’ experiment that 
alcohol deteriorated the nerve- 
centres. The first effect of ulcohol 
wus to paralyse the highest nerve 
centres. Alcohol was one of the 
predisposing causes of consumption; 
it affected a man's judgment, des- 
troyed his moral sense, and weakened 
his willpower and sense of honour. 
It was one of the causes of insanity 
and of melancholia. 

It had been said that alcohol was 
n blessing in disguise because it 
carried off those who were least 
fitted to survive, but it affected men 
of the keenest sensibilities and 
sometimes the cleverest and the 
best, 

Dr. Brown went on to disciss the 
effect of nicohol when taken in small 
quantities, — cenied the popular 

cory that alcohol effectively warm- 
ed the body. ®: a 

A.hundred years ago, he sald, 
there was a case of a member of the 
Socicty of Friends who had epplicd 
for insurance ond been quoted a 
higher premium becouse he was an 
abstainer from alcohol. He was told 
that a young man who neglected the 
gifts of God's was not expected to 
live long. Nowadays many insurance 
companies quoted a higher premium 
for non-abstainers ond thelr action 
did not arlse from any fanatical 
temperance opinions, but from hard 
business sense. : 

One questloner asked Dr. Brown 
whether alcohol should be used. os 
a palliative in cases where certain 
workers were liable to suffer from 
Jung troubles caused by dust, and he 
said that far from being a palliative, 
nicohol encauraged tuberculosis.

The animals have several names 
though none can be taken as sclentl- 
fically authentic. The natives of the 
Malayan district where they. were 
found call them'“Kong-hang”, which 
means a slow moving brown animal. 

They came from the Shakki coun- 
try, inland from FP. nang; about 350 
miles north of Singapore and 100 
miles south of the Sinmese border. 

Presnall, a heavy built, bearded man 
of 40, says the animals will only live 
on bananas. They don’t drink any 
water, They have two tongues, one 
a tong red tongue which they use In 
enting more than they do with thelr 
teeth, which are.like a cat’s, and 
the other tongue, a semi-cartllagen- 
ous one, underneath the red tonmue. 

They are ubout nine or ten inches 
long and welgh about 2% Ibs. each. 
They are nocturnal, sleeping in the 
day-time and prowling about their 
cage at night. In their natural state 
they v.iy..seldom descend from troes. 

The animals are friendly, and on 
board the ship have come to know 
the ship's dog Pippin, mongrel ter- 
rier, who gocs ip to thelr cage and 
sniffs at the wire-protection. 


SQUEAL LIKE RABBITS 


When picked up - the 
animals squeal Jike 
when playing with cach other they 
growl They have short flat tails, 
and have limbs of a monkey. 

The reason for the preservation of 
the species is a mystery to Presnalt, 
as they have no apparent means of 
self pretectlon. Their colouring Is 
not protective. and althourh rtrane 
and able to bite they live among all 
sorts of predatory animals, incluuing 
snakes, birds and wlld-cats. 

The ship Granville wlll sail from 
port this afternion for Los Angcles 
direct with its strange animal cargo. 
When the ship gets into colder 
latitudes, Mr. Presnall will take 
them into hls cabin so that the steam- 
heating will keep them warm.

The 
young animal was born fully furred, 
weighing about 5 ounces, with a set 
of teeth and within balf-an-hour of 
birth wan slowly crawling up the 
wire mesh of the cage In front of its 
mother, who | apparently — thought. 
nothing of Its astonishing precocity. 

Later the young one was trampled 
or bitten to death in the cane. 
Presnall has it ‘preserved In a bottle
